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F YOU WOULD spend a month feed- 
] ing on the precious promises of 
God, you wouldn’t be going about 
complaining how poor you are. You 
would lift up your head and _ pro- 
claim the riches of His Grace, be- 
cause you couldn’t help doing it. 

Take up Hope, and Faith and 
Grace, and feed on them. The Bible 
will become a new Treasury to you. 

Study one Bible Book at a time. 
For instance, Genesis is the seed-plot 
of the whole Bible. It tells us of life, 
death and resurrection; it involves 
all the rest of the Bible. 

Or study a single word that runs 
through a Book. I was wonderfully 
blessed by studying the seven ‘“‘bless- 
ings” of Revelation. If you take up 
the “overcomes” of Revelation, you 
will find them a fruitful subject . . . 
you climb by them to the throne of 
God. Then there is the word ‘‘know,” 
for example. Some people tell us that 
what we believe doesn’t make any 
difference. John says, ‘Hereby we 
know that we are of the truth’’; then, 
“We know that we have passed from

death unto life, because we love the 
brethren.” There’s assurance for you! 
Fruits of the Christian faith are not 
jealousy, envy, hatred and malice; 
the true Christian is full of “‘love, 
Joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance.” These are the fruits I shall 
bear if I have Christ in me. That 
fifth chapter of Galatians will soon 
tell us if we have the right kind of 
fruit. Make the tree right, and you 
will soon have the right fruit! 

I have also been greatly blessed by 
studying the ‘“‘believings’ of John. 
He wrote his Gospel that we might 
belveve; all through it is “‘believe, be- 
lieve, believe.” If you want to per- 
suade a man that Christ is the Son of 
God, John is the Gospel for him. 

Another plan, and a good one, too, 
is to take the Biblical text which the 
preacher announces, and then put 
the key word in the margin which 
brings the sermon back to you. Every- 
one ought to jot down a preacher’s 
texts and share them with others by 
reading aloud. We ought to have 
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four ears—two for ourselves and two | 
for other people. Folks will always | 
be glad to hear you, if you give them | 
heavenly food. The world is perish- | 
ing for lack of it. 
I have carried my Bible with me} 
a good many years. It is worth more | 
to me than any other Bible, because | 
I have marked so many passages in | 
it. If I am called upon to speak at | 
any time, I am ready. I have those | 
little words in the margin, and they | 
are sermons to me. Whether I speak | 
about faith, hope, charity, assurance, 
or any subject whatever, it all comes | 
back to me. Every child of God ought | 
to be like a soldier and hold himself | 
always in readiness; but we can’t be | 
ready without the Bible, the Sword 
of the Spirit. So whenever you hear | 
a good thing there, put it down. If] 
it’s good for you, it will be good for | 
somebody else, and we should pass | 
the coin of heaven around just as | 
we do other coins. 
Study the Bible carefully and | 
prayerfully; by becoming well ac- | 
quainted with the great truths God’s | 
Word contains you will have much 
less to fear from the world. |

The Bible 
had brought its light into a corner where the dark- | 
ness had seemingly crowded it out. 

Sometimes the Bible brings its light into the de- 
spair of one who has never before known it. Years 
ago, in India a young Brahmin had a New Testa- 
ment handed him on a train. He never learned the 
name of the donor, but the gift came at a most 
opportune time. He had lost his faith in his in- 
herited religion. He was in the dark and was grop- 
ing for light. To him in his need the Scriptures 
brought the glad news of the Light of the World. 
He believed and accepted. ‘The step cost him much, 
yet he persevered and became one of the outstand- | 
ing leaders of the Church in India. 

Why has this Book persisted from age to age and 
from civilization to civilization? Whence this amaz- 
ing power to bring light to nations and individuals? 
Why does the Bible meet the deepest needs of men? 
It is because it is the Word of God. It is because it 
tells of Christ. The Old Testament leads up to 
Him; the New Testament contains our enduring 
record of His birth, His life, His words, His death, 
His resurrection and His effect, through the Holy 
Spirit, upon His early followers and on the forma- 
tion of His Church. The perpetuation of that light 
has involved human hands passing it on from one 
to another. It is because it has been treasured in 
the hearts of the faithful, and transmitted by them 
to others, that the light has never gone out. 

It must continue to be so. We of the present 
generation must see to it that the next generation 
is nurtured in the Bible. We ourselves must so let 
it illumine our own lives, that we become witnesses 
to its power. This light will never go out. In this 
Christmas season we must see afresh that, so far as 
in us lies, all men shall be led by it into the ways 
of lasting peace.

O, his deathbed, 


Sir Walter Scott said to a friend: 
“Give me the Book.” ‘Which book?” 
he was asked. Sir Walter answered: 
“There is only one Book—the Bible.” 

There is only one Book for every 
day, the bright day and the dark 
day, the day of birth and the day of 
death. It is God’s Book—the Word 
for The World. 

The Word for The World records 
a well-known statement of Our Lord 
regarding the Book itself: ‘Search 
the Scriptures,’ He said, “for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life; 
and they are they which testify of 
Meir 

God wants us to read His Book. 
“This Book of the Law shall not de- 
part out of your mouth, but you shall 
meditate on it day and night, that 
you may be careful to do according 
to all that is written in it’? (Joshua 
1:8). 

In His Word for the World God 
speaks to parents: ““These words 
which I command you this day shall 
be upon your heart and you shall 
teach them diligently to your chil- 
dren.”’ The normal parent, normally 
pursuing his God-given responsibili- 
ties, diligently and conscientiously 
teaches his children the Word of God. 

God wants you to study His Book, 
the Word for the World, that you 
may learn to know Christ yourself 
and may be able to witness to others 
for the great name of Christ. 

The best argument that can be 
offered for the Bible and the truth 
about Jesus Christ is the Bible itself. 
Point to the Bible statements, quote 
them, and the Spirit of God goes to 
work for you. 

Which is the best way to search 
the Scriptures, to study the Bible? 
First of all, I would suggest that you 
take a translation that you can un- 
derstand. Very good translations are 
available, though none of them is 
perfect. 

You might begin by reading one 
Book of the New Testament. When I 
am reading the Bible for the first 
time with people who have never 
read it before, I like to start with one 
of the Epistles—the letters written 
by the Apostles and their helpers to 
the early Christians. These letters 
were written to be read at one sitting, 
and to be understood at the first 
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reading. They are a good introduc- 
tion to Christian teaching, as well as 
to the Bible itself. They are not nearly 
so difficult as some people would 
have you believe, especially if you 
read them in modern English. 

Other people prefer to start with 
the history of Our Lord in one of the 
four Gospels. I have noticed that mis- 
sionaries, when they first translate 
the Bible into a new language or 
dialect, usually start with one of these 
Gospels. They want to give people 
as soon as possible a biography of 
Christ, about whom they are talking 
constantly in their mission work. 
When you read God’s Word, begin 
with prayer. Attitude is very impor- 
tant in reading the Bible. The Bible 
is not a dull and boring Book. It is 
God’s best, and He wants the best of 
you when you read it. He wants you 
to devote the best you have to the 
study of His Word. 

Read a Book of the Bible several 
times. First, read it through in one 
sitting. Some Books of the Bible can 
be read in an hour, others in half an 
hour, still others in fifteen minutes, 
and some even in five minutes. In 


that first rapid reading you will ¢: 
general idea of what God has to 
in that Book. 

The next time you read that Be 
proceed more slowly. As you re 
stop and re-read. Read with the ¢ 
viction that God has something 
say to you. Let God tell you so 
thing.
